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As  many  of  you  are  aware,  last  year  the  original  Pacifica  case  involving  dp 
the  "Jerker"  set  new  guidelines  for  programs  which  the  FCC  deemed 
"indecent."  In  that  case,  the  FCC  expanded  the  definition  of  indecent  to 
go  beyond  the  "seven  dirty  words"  and  move  the  time  channel  for 
indecent  language  programs  to  midnight  from  10:00  pm. 

The  broadcast  industry  and  liberal  groups  petitioned  the  FCC  to  recon- 
sider its  guidelines.  When  the  petition  was  denied,  the  groups,  headed 
by  Action  for  Children's  Televisioa  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
The  court  on  Friday  July  29th  issued  its  decision. 

Portions  of  the  decision  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  states,  "We  uphold  the  generic  dermition  the  FCC  has 
determined  to  apply,  case-by<ase,  in  judging  indecency  complaints,  but  we  conclude  that  the 
Commission  has  not  adequately  justified  its  new,  more  restrictive  channeling  approach,  i.e.,  its 
curtailment  of  the  hours  when  non-obscene  programs  containing  indecent  speech  may  be  broadcast. 
Two  of  the  three  cases  before  us  involve  programs  aired  after  10;00  p.m.  One  involves  a  show  aired 
6:00-10:00  a.m.  Observing  that  the  FCC,  mindful  of  the  licensee's  reliance  on  prior  Commission 
rulings,  imposed  no  sanctions,  we  affirm  the  Commission's  declaratory  warning  order  regarding  the 
show  aired  6:00-10:00  a.m.  We  vacate  the  FCC's  orders  regarding  the  post  10:00  p.m.  broadcasts  and 
remand  those  cases  to  the  Commission  with  instructions  to  reopen  the  time  limitation  or  channeling 
aspect  of  the  ruling  for  fresh  decision  on  a  full  record  and  in  a  manner  sensitive  to  these  considerations: 
(1)  the  speech  at  issue,  as  the  FCC  has  acknowledged,  is  protected  by  the  first  amendment;  (2)  the 
Commission's  avowed  objective  is  not  to  establish  itself  as  censor  but  to  assist  parents  in  controlling 
the  material  young  children  will  hear." 

The  decision  does  two  things.  It  affirms  the  FCC's  expanded  definition  of  indecency  as  constitutional, 
but  it  remands  the  time  change  back  to  the  FCC  for  further  hearings.  Accordingly,  because  Howard 
Stem's  programs  occurred  before  10:00  p.m.,  the  warning  against  his  station  was  affirmed.  The 
warning  against  Pacifica  and  the  UC  Santa  Barbara  station  for  post  10:00  p.m.  programs  was  vacated 
or  removed. 

What  does  this  mean?  We  arc  stuck  with  a  vague,  case  to  case,  guideline  for  what  is  "indecent."  But 
the  case  does  make  clear  that  the  FCC  must  hold  full  and  fair  hearings  over  any  change  in  the  1 0:00  p.m. 
rule.  Further  advice  is  expected  from  our  attorneys  and  we  will  keep  you  informed  of  any  developmenu. 

Last  month  many  of  you  received  an  appeal  from  us  to  send  in  a  contribution  to  KPFK.  In  that  letter 
we  spoke  about  some  of  the  exciting  growth  that  is  underway  at  KPFK.  We  have  witnessed  it  through 
a  number  of  dynamic  national  and  local  programs,  and  internal  to  the  station  a  major  studio  renovation 
project.  However  with  growth  comes  additional  demands  and  expenses.  We  are  pleased  that  KPFK 
is  growing  and  that  you  have  been  stepping  forward  to  help  us  make  the  difference.  Please  take  the  time 
during  this  last  month  of  our  fiscal  year  and  send  in  a  contribution  to  KPFK. 

Construction  is  in  full  swing  for  our  new  production  facilities.  By  our  next  folio  deadline  we  hope  to 
successfully  announce  the  completion  of  phase  one  of  this  renovation. 

Lastly,  the  next  National  Board  Meeting  of  the  Pacifica  Foundation  will  be  held  in  New  York  City  from 
September  23-25.  The  fall  meetings  are  devoted  to  budget  reviews  of  all  five  stations  and  the  nationals 
units  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  which  begins  on  October  1.

The  Pacifica  Apprenticeship  Program  is  well  underway  at  KPI-K.  The  first  group 
of  apprentices  have  just  completed  four  months  of  training,  and  a  second  group 
will  join  KPFK  in  the  first  week  of  October.  The  apprenticeship  program  consisu 
of  intensive  theoretical  and  hands-on  instruction,  and  is  geared  to  bring  women 
and  people  of  color  into  the  PaciTica  network. 

The  first  group  of  apprentices  have  adopted  the  name  'MAKIA"  after  a  priciple 
of  Huna  Wisdom  which  means  "energy  flows  where  attention  goes."  We  have 
worked  under  the  tutelage  of  training  coKjrdinaior  l^uisa  Fcmandez-Pcllon. 
production  dirertor  Maricel  Pagulayan,  studio  maintenance  engineer  Richard 
Michael.  KPFK  staff,  and  guest  instructors.  We  have  focused  our  attention  on 
developing  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  radio  medium  (physics  of  sound, 
voice,  soundscaping,  recording  techniques,  etc.)  in  order  to  properly  support  this 
station. 

The  apprenticeship  training  is  an  on-going  program.  New  groups  of  trainees  are 
selected  every  four  to  five  months.  No  previous  radio  experience  is  required  to 
apply,  however,  a  strong  commitment  to  this  rigorous  18  month  is  necessary.  For 
more  information  about  the  program,  call  the  KPFK  switchboard  at  (818)  985- 
271 1,  or  write  to  the  KPFK  Director  of  Training,  3729  Cahuenga  Blvd.  west.
